The first 
occasion was the Great Parade of the 
Armed Forces and the People of the 
Soviet Union. Entrance to the Square 
was a priyilege restricted to the highest 
officials of the State, the Diplomatic 
Corps, and a rigidly selected group of 
correspondents, not more than 200 
persons all told, carefully shepherded 
and confined to a specially erected 
stand by the side of Lenin’s Tomb, and 
beneath the high Kremlin Wall. To 
reach the Square was a task necessi- 
tuling the maximum of fortitude and 
patience. 

Fxcept for the small group of 
invited spectators, the vast space in 
the front of the Kremlin was empty, 
iS eerie stillness accentuated by the 
tramp, now and then, of an infantry 
soldier. or by the hoof-clatter of a 
cavalryman’s horse. The long line of 
buildings on the side opposite to the 
Kremlin appeared deserted, but the 
“ well informed ” whispered that if we 
looked closely we might pick out the 
array of machine-guns massed on the 
many window sills. 

Suddenly a small group of men 
emerged almost surreptitiously from 
the great gate of the Kremlin. Without

In the light of the experiences of the past 
few months, such reasoning cannot be con- 
sidered as out of the way.

IN extending congratulations and good 
wishes to Mr. Nevirte Lasxr Q.C., on his 
appointment as a Judge of Appeal in the 
Isic of Man, we know thal we are expressing 
the warm sentiments of British Jewry. For 
this appointment is rightly felt as bringing 
well-deserved honour not only to an eminent 
member of the legal protession but also to 
a’ distinguished representative of our com- 


munits As Recorder of Burnley, a mem-_ 


ber of the Council of the Bar, and a Bencher 
of the Inner Temple, Mr. Laski has enjoyed 
a distinguished professional career which 
now attains to yet higher achievement. At 
the same time he has alwavs been indefati- 
gable in undertaking heavy and responsible 
duties of Jewish communal service. In this 
regard he tollows in .a long and honourable 
Anglo-Jewish tradition, which has also been 
worthily maintained by two of his colleagues 
on the Bench, Lord Conen and Mr. Justice 
KARMINSKI. In the unwearted pursuit of his 
activities as a Communal worker, Mr. LASKI 
has set up a splendid record of personal 
service.

INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE 


AT the last moment the international 
Jewish conference that was to have opened 
at Zurich this week has been postponed. 
It will be remembered that this emergency 
conference was convened at short notice by 
the Jewish Agency to consider the plight of 
East European Jewry. The conveners were 
Dr. NAHUM GOLDMANN and Mr. BERL 
Locker, Co-Chairmen of the Jewish Agency 
Executive, who issued invitations to various 
Jewish organisations and communities 
throughout the world. It would appear that 


some of the invited bodies were rathey 
arbitrarily selected, while others which might 
seem to have deserved an invitation were 
omitted from the list. However, the news of 
the death of Mr. STALIN led to a meeting 
in Jerusalem of the Jewish Agency Execu- 
tive, which decided, in view of current 
developments in Russia, to postpone the 
conference. Ever since the conierence had 
first been mooted, however, ceriain doubts 
and misgivings had been voirced—particu- 
larly in this country—about the desirability 
of its being summoned in this way Gf at all). 
It is seriously open to question whether the 
Jewish Agency, whose’ functions are 
normally limited to special tasks connected 
with the immigration and absorption of 
Jews in Israel, and the encouragement ol 
cultural contacts with that State, has any 
authority or right to convene an international 
conference of this character Misunder- 
standings must surely arise when a particular 
body of this kind, whose status ts sharply 
defined by an Act of the Knesset, appears 
to usurp a political-function outside its own 
bounds. In any case, Russia's severance of 
diplomatic relations with Israel and cognate 
political questions are matters to be dealt 
with exclusively by the Government of 
Israel, and could not come within the pur- 
view of such a conference as that proposed. 
A vital immediate issue that is of particular 
importance has been raised because it may 
well set a precedent in any future inter- 
national crisis. It will, of course. be gener- 
ally recognised that there are several aspects 
of the situation of East Furopean Jewry 
whose precarious position naturally arouses 
the anxious sympathy of their fellow-Jews 
throughout the world——which might usefully 
be discussed by some international Jewish 
conference. Therefore, the most appropriate 
conveners for such a conference would seem 
to be the five Jewish Non-Governmental 
Organisations which have consultative status 
with the United Nations. At any rate, the 
postponement of the Zurich conference 
affords an opportunity for a much-needed 
reconsideration of ‘the whole position 


HEBREW LIBRARY 


UNDER the joint auspices of the Jewrsh 
Agency and the Board of Deputies... the 
official opening will take place on Wednesday 
next of the Hebrew Section of the West- 
minster City Library. This project has been 
undertaken by the Department tor Education 
and Culture of the Jewish Agency, and it 
affords a tine example of work that properly 
comes within the purview of that body. 
Appreciation should also be expressed of 
the ready and active co-operation of the 
Public. Libraries Committee of the West- 
minster City Council, and particularly of the 
support given by the Committee's Chairman, 
Cilr. J. G. Etsworrny. By a happy 
coincidence we report on another page the 
bestowal of the Honorary Freedom of the 
City of Westminster on Ald. Sir Samuel 
GLUCKSTEIN, Who 18 among several distin- 
guished Jews who have rendered conspicuous 
service to the Council This locale was 
chosen tor the Hebrew collection because 
the Westminster Library. in its central situa- 
tion, already houses several other collections 
of books in the languages of ditlerent 
countries. Modern Hebrew therefore takes 
its recognised place here with books in other 
foreign languages of the present day. The 
collection contains a valuable selection of 
several hundred volumes of modern Hebrew 
literature, which will be available for 
borrowing by readers of Hebrew through- 
out the country A classified catalogue 
(including entries in both Hebrew and trans- 
literated type) will be obtainable by all 
interested from the London office of the 
Jewish Agency (77, Great Russell Street, 
W.C.1), and regular additions will be made 
to the library from newly published books 
in Israel. This is a cultural development 
of the greatest significance, and it is in line 
with other similar movements in the educa- 
tional world. The Ministry of Education 
has just issued an official report on “ The 
Place of Welsh and English in the Schools 
of Wales” (H.M. Stationery Office, 3s. and 
I2s. 6d.), which advocates a policy of bilin- 
gualism. The conclusions of this report 
deserve to be studied by all who are con- 
cerned for a like development of Hebrew 
culture. The inauguration of this central 
Hebrew Library in Westminster marks an 
important step forward, but it will need to 
be supplemented by other more widespread 
measures of educational reform if its 
influence is to extend beyond a limited circle 
of devotees.

The assertion 
belief in the devil is an attempt to place moral 
evil Outside man himself and to “find an cas) 
excuse” is altogether too simple, as ts also the 
rather too facile use of terms /ike 
“monotheism” and “dualism.” The authors 
solution hardly meets the problem, and the 
“ paradoxical faith” as expounded at the com 
clusion smacks more of the shallowness than 
of the “authentic spiritual grandeur much 
modern Judaism. 

This remains, however, a scholarly and well 
produced volume containing a wealth of reliable 
information and stimulating asides, Ful! notes. 
bibliographies, and an index are appended.

Sentenced to Death 


After the war Vujkovic was captured 
and brought to trial. His conduct at 
the trial was extremely cowardly ; he 
asserted that he had been merely an 
employee, that he had been forced to 
serve the occupation authorities, and 
that he had killed no one. He was 
sentenced to death and shot. 

Let us examine the case of Pavelic 
On October 9, 1941, by a “ Statutory 
Order,” he said that the property of 
Jews and Jewish enterprises were to be 
regarded as nationalised property, and 
that the personal property of all Jews 
and others said to be Jews by the Nazi 
prescription concerning race, was to be

Sirn.-—The criticism directed by the 
President of the A.J.A. at the retusa! 
of the Board of Deputies to co-operate 
with the A.J.A. in arranging a Corona 
tion dinner to be attended by repre- 
sentatives of provincial and Common 
wealth Jewish communities, reported 
in vour issue of last week, raises the 
question of the relative status of the 
Board and the A.J.A. in the com- 
munity. 

Ihe Board is comprised of delegates 
drawn from a large section of the com 
munity and responsible and answerable 
io those who elect them. The A.J.A. is 
comprised of individuals responsible and 
answerable only to themselves 

A parallel to the two organisations can 
he found in the composiuion of the House 
of Commons and the House of Lords.

be extended to its communal institutions 
is both undemocratic and unnecessary. 
A group of self-appointed tmdividuals 
however distinguished, cannot expect to 
he given the same status as a body of 
clected representatives. 

Ihe fact that the A.J.A. retains the 
honour of being onc of the privileged 
bodies jointly with the Board of Deputies 
io present Addresses to the Sovereign 
in Person should not be used as 4 
precedent. to support ai claim to 
co-ordinate status in all matters

io sponsor the dinner on behalf of the 
community, would appear to be acting 
with constitutional propriety.

past activities, in your issue of last 
week. The criticism of the Federa- 
tion and its behaviour is rather luke- 
warm in its presentation to the public 

| had expected a more downright 
exposure of its deficiencies, especially 
from a man of Mr. Slutsky calibre. 

As an ex-member of the Executive, | 
can only say that in order to bring about 
a period of serenity and constructive 
endeavour the Federation must devise a 
proper comoprchensive constitution with 
its affiliated and constituent synagogucs, 
and would suggest the following amend- 
ments: 

(1) No haphazard election of its 
officers: (2) Secrecy is most essential in 
the election of its officers, and no undue 
influences to be brought to bear on the 
electors: (3) The appointment of staff of 
the Federation shall be by an indepen- 
dent body. who will select candidates on 
their merits: (4) The right of members 
of the Federation of Synagogues to 
choose their own place of worship. 

Providing the future proceedings of the 
Federation are carned on in a properly 
constituted manner, there is no doubt 
that great possibilities of success should 
be attarmahte. 

Finally, as an East-Ender, may I con- 
clude that “the grim facts mentioned 
in your leading article can easily be 
remedied by a band of sincere, conscicn-

Constructive Criticism Welcomed 
From Mr. J. L. CYMERMAN 


Six.--Mr. Joel Slutsky’s -outburst 
in the last issue of THe Jewisn 
CHRONICLE can best be described as 
a display of bad taste and ill will 
towards the Federation and all i 
stands for. 

What transpired at the mecting he 
criticises was perfectly orderly and in tull 
accord with normal parhamentary pro- 
cedure. Mr. Mann was, after a. short 
debate, contirmed as the Acting President 
of the Federation. tt then moved, on 
behall of the Hon. Officers and Executive, 
a number of recommendations relating 
io the Fast End: these were formally and 
extensively discussed and favourably 
voted on in a most orderly fashion. Mr. 
Cooper a Vice-President of the Federa- 
Bave a detailed report on the presen 
relationship with the Board of Shechita 
and submitted cerlain recommendations 
on behalf of the Hon. Officers and 
Executive. [his was followed by a 
kengthy statement by Mr. H. Gaventa. 
which was listened (to in a most restrained 
and exemplary manner. It was only when 
the Charman announced this tntention of 
forcing the issue to a vote without 
allowing a discussion that the Council 
voiced their objection tb such an unusual! 
deviation from normal procedure, upon 
which Mr. Mann suddenly closed the 
mecting and announced his resignation 

So much for Mr. Slutsky’s generalisa- 
Lions Now let us examine his other 
accusations He bemoans the financia! 
posiuon of the Federation and, in order 
io prove his point, goes on to give a 
detailed financial statement as at March. 
19ST. Lam shocked at the irresponsibility 
Of a past Treasurer in dealing with 
detailed financial matiers of the 
Federation in the columns of a public 
newspaper W ithour following his 
example of publicly discussing our finan- 
cial affairs, | will confine myself to saying 
that Mr. Slutsky’ s figures are inaccurate 


and misleading. At no meeting was 
£20.000 promised to Springfield Park or 
io any other afhhated synagogue. As 


regards our present financial position, | 
will content myself by saving that even 
fees discharging the liabilities which were 
left as a legacy from his term in office. 
in addition to our own commitments 
during the past two years, the financial 
aspects of the Federation are still bette: 
than those submitted by Mr. Slutsky. 

He further goes -on to attack the 
present Hon. Officers for their suggestions 
and plans for the East End. similarls 
attacking the Fast End synagogues for 
not having sacrificed their assets for the 
benefit, of the common pool. and the 
Presidents for not having sacrificed their 
seats. But has any attempt been made 
in the past which should have encouraged 
such sacrifices ? Could any President 
genuinely have placed his confidence in 
the good intentions of the past Hon 
Officers. when all the past Treasurer was 
interested in was to fill the coffers suffi- 
cienily to purchase new cemeteries ?

HENDON SYNAGOGLUE’S SILVER JUBILEP 
Founder’s Grandson at Celebrations

An appreciation of Chaim Weiz- 
mann was broadcast in the B.BA 
third Programme last Saturday night
